procedures have not been such that they inspire full con- 
fidence in the results. 

To begin with, April 27 was to have been the last day 
of the survey and all responses were to have been turned 
over the next day to ‘‘an independent committee composed 
of citizens who are in no way connected with the Town 
Government . . .’’ Yet on April 30, Atty. Newman was 
quoted as saying that the deadline for returning the ques- 
tionnaires would be ‘‘Monday or Tuesday”’ -- May 3-4, 

Was the deadline delayed because the association had 
been hasty and allowed insufficient time for circulation 
of the queries? Or was it delayed because response was 
lagging? 

Since replies were not turned over to any “‘independent”’ 
committee on the appointed day, since in fact no such 
committee existed at that juncture, who is to provide 
impartial clarification on this point? 

We suggest that if the Town Employees Assoc. was 
interested in an “impartial”? Survey on attitudes toward 
the Jacobs’ Report, it should have sought collaboration 
with the Board of Selectmen in selection of a qualified 
committee; that all responses to the questionnaire should 
have been mailed direct to this committee for tabulation 
and simultaneous release to both the Selectmen and the 
association. 

But this would have meant some collaboration in the 
line of questioning too. It is doubtful that the Selectmen 
could have been persuaded to ask employees, for example, 
if and how long they were interviewed by the Jacobs’ 
consultant. It is a question which implies that each and 
every employee, no matter how much his job duplicates 
another, needs to be interviewed. And it asks a non- 
professional to judge whether or not he was interviewed 
long enough to permit a man experienced with personnel 
studies to evaluate his job, 

The survey implies, too, that access to the full Jacobs: 
Report was denied employees by asking if they believe 
they, as taxpayers, should be permitted to read it. The 
fact is that employees who asked to see the report(the 
firemen, for example) did see it, that it can be read at 
Town Hall by any taxpayer, and that its recommendations 
were discussed with department heads and widely pub- 
lished in the press. 

The re-classification is complete and has corrected 
what the consultant and the manager viewed as inequities, 
The fresh assessment of responsibilities has meant a 
new spot on the economic ladder for some, and noses out 
of joint for others, Employees who still consider that the 
classification undervalued their jobs can, but have not, 
sought redress through a grievance procedure established 
in November, Apparently the association Survey is in- 
tended to air their dissatisfaction, 

In spite of what we see as its weaknesses, 
can measure the range of 
among the some 150 town employees covered by the class- 
ification plan, it will have served a purpose. 

It is just as important that the town realize how many 
of its employees are happy with their lot as how many are 
disgruntled.

If John James Audubon joined 
one of the bird walks that the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
will sponsor in 55 communities 
early in May, the police would 
have him within an hour, 

Audubon had a drastic method 
of taking bird censuses, As he 
noted in his Journal; ‘I call the 
birds few when I shoot less than 
100 per day,’* 

Of a flamingo hunt in the Flore 
ida Keys, he wrote: ‘*Each of us, 
Provided with a gun, posted hime 
self behind a bush, and no soone; 
had the water forced the winged 
creatures to approach the shore 
than the work of destruction com= 
menced, When it at length ceased, 
the collected mass of birds of dif-
